Youth  Foundation.  The  scene  is  in  three  parts:  to  the  left,  the 
dream  of  Finji-gissis  (John  L.  Alexander;  of  training  young  people 
for  Christian  leadership;  on  the  right,  bringing  the  dream  to  real¬ 
ity  in  the  Founder  Christian  Leadership  Training  Camps  at  Miniwanca 
and  Merrowvista;  and  in  the  center,  the  fulfillment  of  the  dream, 
as  each  graduate  Founder  launches  his  bark  on  the  Sea  of  Life  and 
fares  forth  to  give  his  best  self  to  others  in  Christian  leadership 
and  service.

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THREE  IJL FOUNDER  LEADERS  give  us  her©  some  of  "their  impressions  of  Founder  camp¬ 
ing.  Willene  Quigley  is  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  John  Burroughs  School  in 
St.  Louis.  Mr.  Cummings  is  a  Cleveland  business  man  and  was  introduced  to  Foun¬ 
der  camping  through  his  daughter,  Joyce,  Younger  Girl  camper,  and  his  son,  Tru¬ 
man,  Jr.,  Older  Boy  camper.  A  third  delightful  new  Founder  leader  is  Miss  Har¬ 
riet  Chue,  "King -Ho”,  of  Kowloon,  Hongkong,  China. 

’’LOT  A  DAY  PASSES  that  thoughts  of  Miniwanca  and  the  challenging,  happy  exper¬ 
iences  of  those  weeks  do  not  come  to  me.  The  morning  meditation  periods,  in  my 
own  room,  bring  visions  of  Founder  friends  in  many  states  observing  the  same 
quietness.  The  inspiration  received  from  those  evening  vesper  messages  on  the 
hill  overlooking  beautiful  Lake  Michigan,  the  choral  singing  as  we  approached 
those  delightful  sunsets,  the  stately  pines,  the  horizon  near  and  yet  so  far, 
the  flashlight  parade  descending  the  dune  --  all  were  so  impressive. 

"The  stimulation  received  from  all  the  courses,  especially  ’Life's  Essentials' 
where  we  had  reflected  so  many  great  personalities  —  Kodaya,  Dr.  Douglass, 

Minnie  Maude  et  al  ...  the  challenge  given  us  by  Professor  Holden,  ’’This  day  I 
will  beat  my  own  record'  ...  those  stirring  words  of  Minisino,  'Your  own  self 
at  your  very  best  all  the  time'  and  '  I  dare  you  to  stand  tall,  live  tall,  think 
tall,  smile  tall'..,  these  are  things  I  shall  never  forget.  The  words  of  Mini¬ 
sino'  s  dare  ring  particularly  in  my  ears.  In  a  personality  unit  in  one  of  my 
senior  courses  I  have  offered  this  challenge  to  my  students  and  have  stressed 
fourfold  development.  I  have  presented  each  member  of  the  class  with  a  copy  of 
'  I  Dare  You ' . 

"I  feel  I  owe  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  personnel  of  Camp  Miniwanca  for  the 
most  challenging,  stimulating  two  weeks'  experience  of  my  life.  The  help  it  has 
given  me  professionally  in  the  guidance  of  my  students  is  immeasurable.  I  am 
trusting  I  may  have  the  privilege  of  another  inspirational  period  on  the  sand 
dunes  of  Camp  Miniwanca  next  year."

"MINIWANCA  MEMORIES  actually  live  in  me.  No  camp  could  have  made  a  more  inspir¬ 
ational  impression  upon  me  than  that  of  my  first  Founder  year,  1939.  Within  24 
hours  after  our  arrival  at  Camp  Miniwanca  it  seemed  to  take  on  an  atmosphere 
similar  to  that  of  ’Lost  Horizon’s’  Shangri-La*  From  dynamic  Minisino  with  his 
tremendous  business  background,  down  through  the  camp  staff  to  the  leaders  who 
shared  life's  experience  with  350  boys,  the  entire  set-up  of  the  camp  was  one  of 
constructive  helpfulness  and,  all  in  all,  an  especially  inspirational  experience. 

"From  the  crack  of  the  bell  at  6:30  AM,  which  spelled  D-I-P,  through  a  day  of  con¬ 
structive  thinking  with  outstanding  leadership  in  five  classes,  through  the  ath¬ 
letic  program  of  late  afternoon  to  the  more  thoughtful  part  of  the  day  when  the 
pre-twilight  hour  found  us  climbing  the  lovely  ozone-laden  hairpin  trail  leading 
to  Vesper  Dune,  every  minute  was  packed  full  of  meaning  and  purpose.  I  can  nev¬ 
er  forget  the  little  prickly  feeling  that  crept  up  my  spinal  column  when,  just 
before  emerging  from  the  wooded  slope  leading  to  the  open  stage  of  the  dune  on 
that  first  evening,  the  subdued  harmony  of  the  Glee  Club  humming  the  familiar 
refrain  of  a  beautiful  hymn  reached  my  ears. 


"There  was  always  a  thrill  in  seeing  350  Founders  seated  amphitheater-fashion 
on  that  great  dune  with  uplifted  faces  radiantly  expectant  and  thoughtful  as  a 
Kodaya,  a  Wadjepi,  a  Minis ino,  a  Dad  Waite,  a  Dean  Trout  or  a  Dr.  Lowe  stood  be¬ 
tween  them  and  the  setting  sun,  to  lead  in  the  meditation  of  that  Hour.  What 
cleansing  new  power  surged  the  soul  of  youth  -  man  -  during  that  time  can  only 
be  known  to  those  who  have  experienced. 


"The  challenging  directorship  of  Wadjepi,  at  all  times  the  master  of  the  situa¬ 
tion,  compelled  my  admiration  from  the  first.  While  the  faculty  leadership  was 
faultless,  there  remains  best  of  all  that  final  unforgettable  impression  —  350 
boys  with  new  determination  and  enlarged  personality  traits,  leaving  Miniwanca 
to  venture  forth  four-foldly  into  their  respective  fields  to  test  their  new¬ 
found  strength."

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"THE  IS  PASSING  SWIFTLY  and  one  just  can’t  realize  that  Christmas  is  already 
here'.  I  reverently  greet  you  with  a  Merry  Christmas  and  a  prosperous  New  Year, 
and  I  am  looking  forward  to  seeing  all  my  friends  at  camp  again  next  year. 


"America  is  assumed  to  be  a  Christian  country,  and  Americans  to  be  Christians. 
Christians  are  good  people,  for  they  love  their  religion  and  put  its  principles 
into  practice.  That  is  the  assumption  of  a  Christian  country,  but  whether  the 
people  live  up  to  it  or  not  is  another  question,  I  do  not  mean  that  I  myself 
am  a  perfect  Christian,  but  I  do  have  a  desire  to  be  one.  Once  a  woman  said  to 
me,  'I  do  not  see  why  the  Chinese  people  do  not  go  to  their  own  church  on  Sunday 
instead  of  attending  our  churches’.  I  replied*  'Miss,  do  you  not  know  that  the 
Chinese  do  not  have  their  own  church  in  small  states?  What  harm  do  they  do  if 
they  go  to  your  church?  Are  we  not  children  of  God?’  My  feelings  were  hurt 
very  badly.  Even  though  she  was  a  Christian,  she  still  had  racial  prejudice. 

I  have  been  similarly  disappointed  by  others  too.  Is  this  what  we  call  a  Chris¬ 
tian  nation? 

"it  is  true  one  can  find  Christian  love  and  spirit  within  a  certain  group  at  a 
certain  time  in  a  certain  place,  such  as  the  early  Christians  had  in  the  first 
and  second  centuries.  Is  there  any  place  like  it  existing  at  the  present  time? 
Camp  Miniwanca  is  the  answer.  I  am  a  Chinese  who  traveled  more  than  2000  miles 
in  the  mid-west  and  met  several  thousand  boys  and  girls  last  summer.  I  have  at¬ 
tended  eight  camps  and  conferences,  the  most  impressive,  interesting  and  well- 
organized  of  which  was  Camp  Miniwanca,  The  campers  and  leaders  treated  me  as 
one  of  them.  No  special  attention  was  called  because  I  am  brown.  They  came  to 
talk,  walk  and  play  with  me  and  I  reacted  as  one  of  them.  The  beautiful  moon¬ 
light  nights,  the  lovely  dunes  and  exquisite  green  shrubs  all  helped  to  make  a 
real  paradise.  Not  only  the  environment  was  perfect,  but  the  vespers  were  in¬ 
spiring  and  impressive.  The  sun  rays,  reflected  in  the  water  of  Lake  Michigan, 
gave  us  a  golden  trail.  One  could  almost  imagine  it  as  'Jacob’s  Ladder',  the 
way  that  led  us  to  commune  with  God.  The  surroundings  made  one  feel  His  pres¬ 
ence  and  the  impressive  talks  might  well  represent  the  voice  of  the  Supreme  One, 
coming  down  the  golden  trail..  Everyone  reverently  and  quietly  sat  down  to  wor¬ 
ship  God.  These  vespers  were*  more  than  lovely  dreams  or  ’vapours’  which  would 
have  melted  away  into  air,  for  they  have  lasted  and  shall  continue  to  live  in 
mv  memory."
